Premier MoBride's resolution on bet- 
tor terms was carried toy a straight 
party vote In the provincial legislature 
last night. The three Socialist mem- 
bers withdri w before the vote waa 
taken. 

Two speeches of a noteworthy char- 
acter, Indicating In clear-cut. succinct 
language the stand assumed by the 
U'o representative political parties of 
British Columbia on tlio question were 
delivered during the afternoon session. 

When Premier MeBrlde rose to ex- 
plain the posit ion ho took In asking, 
not only the members upon the gov- 
ernment side, but the House as a 
whole, to endorse the resolution relat- 
ing to the issue referred to, the public 
galleries Were well tilled, and, as his 
remarks proceeded to an eloquent con- 
elusion, became so crowded that their 
accommodation was taxed to its ut- 
most capacity. Mr. Macdonald, the 
leader of the opposition, was listened 
to with like attention. 

Unanimity of Feeling 
These different expositions of the 
attitude of the two dominant political 
organizations towards an Issue which 
is acknowledged to bo of the utmost 
importance to British Columbia at the 
present time must rank with the best 
opening addresses of any debate which 
has taken place in the local legislature 
for many years. While there was 
some criticism of the course taken by 
the opposing parties during the recent 
provincial general election, both by 
the premier and by the leader of the 
opposition, theso differences of opinion 
were of small importance as compared 
with the notable fact that they were 
united in the opinion that, owing to 
the peculiar physical conditions pre- 
vailing in this province, and because of 
the excessive cost, in the administra- 
tion of the widely separated centres 
of population, as well as the propor- 
tionally small general population, Brit- 
ish Columbia was justly entitled to 
special monetary treatment in the 
matter of subsidies from the federal 
authorities. 

Moral and Constitutional Claim 
Thus far Mr. Macdonald, speaking as 
the leader of the Liberal party, was 
ready to endorse the action taken by 
the first minister. While lie found 
fault witli the manner in which the 
latter had advocated the ease of the 
province at. the recent Intorprovincial 
conference; and while lie affirmed 
that tho resolution which had been 
submitted by tho Premier fur i lie en- 
dorsatiou <>f the legislature was in 
some respects nut in accordance with 
the faets, he acknowledged that the 
province had a morally and constitu- 
tionally sound claim for special con- 
sideration. Therefore lie took the po- 
sition that the proposal submitted by 
the Premier might be supported by the 
two principal parties without dissen- 
sion, providing the government would 
agree to tlie Introduction of amend- 
ments which he bad compiled. 

The Premier's Address 
In Cue address which was delivered 
by Premier .MeBrlde. a verbatim re- 
port of which is subjoined, tho history 
of the developmenl <>f the issue was 
outlined clearly and concisely. The

Mr. Borden's Offer— Provincial 
Subsidies Discussed in 
House of Commons 



Ottawa, March 25. — The afternoon 
silting of tlie house today was taken 
up with the question of the represen- 
tation of Canada at the forthcoming 
colonial conference. Replying to the 
leader of tho opposition. Sir Wilfrid 
said he certainly hoped to go to Kng- 
land, but within the past few days cer- 
tain tilings had transpired which might 
prevent him from crossing the Atlau- 

Thereupon Mr. Borden moved the 
adjournment of the house to discuss 
the question. He spoke briefly but 
emphatically, pointing out how essen- 
tial It was that the Dominion, the lead- 
ing colony of the empire, should bo 
represented at the gathering. If ii 
wer.- tho stale of public business that 
would detain the first minister in Can- 
ada, then he could assure the Right 
Hon. gentleman that he could count 
upon tin- assistance of the opposition 
in every legitimate way to further his 
departure. If it was not possible to 
dispose of the business of tlie house 
before Sir Wilfrid left tiien the Con- 
servative party would be willing that 
parliament should adjourn from next 
Wednesday for a sufficient period to 
enable the prime minister to lie pres- 
ent at the conference. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier's reply was lis- 
tened to with great interest, lie in- 
sisted upon the absolute necessity of 
being accompanied to England by 
some of his colleagues, especially tlio.su 
who had the preparation of tlie tariff. 
He hinted that he might delay his de- 
parture for a couple of weeks, as the 
early days of the conference would not 
be particularly important, and it would 
take some time to organize. lie ac- 
cepted Mr. Borden's offer of assistance 
to facilitate his departure, but urged 
him at tin- same time to go a little 
further and facilitate the departure of 
his colleagues. I 

.Mr. Foster pointed out that the 
government had nearly completed its 
sessional programme, and whatever 
measures wero still under considera- 
tion, as for instance the land bill, 
might be. left over until next session. 
If that measure were withdrawn not 
many Liberals would shed tears over 
it, Canada was committed to the con- 
ference, and the first minister should 
be there. 

Among others who spoke were 
Messrs. Bourassa, Fielding, Sproulo 
and llugh--s. The member for hahelle 
thought there was no necessity for tlie 
prime minister to go to tlie conference 
at all, and Col. Hughes suggested amid 
groat laughter that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier should take Mr. Bourassa with 
him to carry his carpet bag. 

Closing tlie discussion, .Mr. Borden 
incidentally referred to an alleged ar- 
rangement mooted in the press be- 
tween tlie opposition and the- govern- 
ment with regard to .Mr. Bourassa's 
course tomorrow. Tin- opposition 
leader was most emphatic in ills dec- 
laration that any suggestion of ar- 
rangements on his part was unjustifi- 
able and unwarrantable.

Aid. Gleason's Liquor Licence By- 
Law has been finally passed. .Much 
amended and. differing considerably 
from the draft introduced some tour 
weeks ago, it lias readied that happy 
land where aldermen cease from 
troubling, and by-law's are at rest. At 
last it is 'ready to be added to the 
statutes of the city of Victoria, it was 
just three minutes to 11 last evening 
when, on motion of Aid. Gleason, the 
council rose from committee and re- 
ported the by-law complete with 
amendments. The report was adopt- 
ed the fey-law read a third time, 
passed, and ordered to lie signed, 
sealed and delivered. At last it was 
law. 

The council took up the considera- 
tion of the measure where it was left 
off at sub-section '1 of clause 9, the 
section over which all the discussion 
occurred at the last meeting. Aid. 
Gleason moved that this clause be 
amended to rend as follows: 

"Existing dining room arrangements 
In taverns operating under saloon 
licences may be permitted to remain. 
The bar rooms shall be separate from 
tho dining rooms and shall for all pur- 
poses of this by-law be the saloon." ' 

"The .upper parts of all doors to 
dining rooms and all other rooms used 
for the entertainment of customers 
.shall be glazed with clear white glass, 
and no curtain or curtains shall be 
pc emitted." 

Aid. Gleason was somewhat tincer- 
tain as to the merits of this amend- 
ment, and asked for the opinions of Die 
various aldermen on it. The aldermen 
were nothing loath, and expressions 
were received from them nearly all. 
Aid. Moston stilted that so far as ho 
was concerned, he could 1101 see why 
(lining rooms should be allowed in 
saloons at all. He wished to have the 
clause remain as it had been originally 
drafted. 

Aid. Henderson, on tho other hand, 
could not see why any saloon that 
wished so to do should be prohibited 
from running a dining room. 

Aid. Hall was another who could 
see no reason .Why dining rooms should 
be allowed in connection -with saloons. 

After some discussion the amend- 
ment was finally passed and the coun- 
cil wont on to the consideration of 
sub-section 3, which provides that the 
only means of ingress and egress for 
customers into saloons shall be situ- 
ated on tin' thoroughfares on which 
the saloon faces. This was passed 
u namended. 

Clause I", which provides that hold- 
ers of hotel licences "shall conform to 
the same general regulation as' holders 
of saloon licences, was tho cause of 
some protest on the part of Aid. Hen- 
derson, who could not see how bars in 
hotels could conform to the regulation 
forbidding means of ingress of egress 
save on the public streets. 

Tho clause finally passed without 
amendment. This clause further pro- 
vides that "bona fide guests and trav- 
elers may be served during prohibited 
hours under the statutory terms in an 
hotel, hut that no person other than 
the occupant or members of hts family 
shall go or be within the bar-room 
during prohibited hours." 

Clause 11, which provides that no 
bar or barroom shall be allowed in 
restaurants, and that no door shall be 
permitted to entrance boxes or s75a.ee:! 
partitioned off. passed without being 
disputed; as did also Clause 12. which 
provides that licensed premises shall 
be run separate from any other prem- 
ises. 

The next skirmish occurred when 
Clause 13 was considered. Tills clause 
provides that a penalty of $100 for 
every offence against the by-law, and 
further enaeis that any "Infraction of 
the regulations contained in sections 4, 
5, 9. 10, II ami 12 shall entail a refusal 
of the renewal of the licence, and upon 
such infraction being proved the board 
of licensing commissioners shall refuse 
such renewal accordingly." 

City Solicitor Mann, who was pres- 
ent, urged that I he word "shall" be 
changed to "may," expressing some 
doubts as 10 whether Hie council had 
any right to say what the board of 
licensing commissioners was to do. 

The Mayor, however, would hear of 
no such change. lie was sure, lie 
said, Hint the Municipal Clauses Act 
gave to Hie council (he right of control 
over the commissioners, otherwise the 
city would have no power to regulate 
the licensed premises at all. Ill sup- 
port of his argument I lis Worship 
pointed to clause 206 of the Municipal 
Clauses Aei, which provides that "the 
council may pass laws, not, however, 
contrary to or inconsistent with this 
act. for the regulating of tho manners 
and conditions under which the board 
of licensing commissioners may grant 
the renewal of a licence or withhold 
a renewal of licence to or from any 
person now holding a licence, or to or 
from any person In whom a licence 
may hereafter lie granted." 

Ald._l'"eil not being present, 11 ml none 
of the other aldermen reeling Inclined 
to bake up the cudgels with the mayor, 
His Worship was allowed le have his 
way. and the (douse passed unamend- 
ed, thus completing the by-law. 
Street Matters 

Much of the business of tile evening 
arose from the work of the streets, 
bridges and sewers committee. Among 
oilier items of business. Aid. Hender- 
son, tlie chairman of this cSmmlt-tee, 
Introduced a long report. In which a 
number of matters of Importance were 
dealt with. Tlie report in full read as 
follows:

Tho Incinerator 
On tho recommendation of the 
Mayor, the council went Into commit- 
tee to consider the clause dealing with 
the plans for the incinerator, and for 
half an hour the aldermen sprawled 
over the plans and did their best to 
understand just exactly what they 
meant. Aid. Henderson explained t hat 
tlie company to which it was proposed 
to let tlie contract— the Keenan-Froudc 
Co. of Manchester, Englnnd — was 
building a similar incinerator in A r an- 
couver, and that if It were possible to 
get word to them of the acceptance, of 
their contract before March 31 It would 
mean that $1000 would be knocked off 
the iprlce. The alderman explained 
that, should the incinerator by-law, 
which will be voted on 011 April 4, fail 
to pass, the company would bo quite 
willing to drop the deal witli tho city. 

Aid. Vincent had some doubts about 
tho legality of this arrangement, but 
it was finally decided to do as recom- 
mended, and to notify the Keenan- 
Froude Co. that their tender had been 
accepted, subject to the passage of the 
by-law. 

According to tlie terms of tlie con- 
tract, tlie city undertakes to erect tlie 
buildings, which it Is Calculated w ill 
cost $11,000. The company will install 
the plant, which will amount to about 
S25.000, or $24,000 it the city cables Us 
order before March 31. Tile company 
undertakes to finish tho plant in 250 
days from the time of the commence- 
ment of work. 

Aid. Fullerton nuved, in regard to 
tlie clause which gives the city power 
to call for tenders for ra supply of 
gravel for street work, to the effect 
that it be amended so as to prohibit 
tho city using any of the gravel from 
Spring Ridge. Aid. Fullerton pointed 
out that, although the Spring Ridge 
gravel pits were handy and convenient, 
tho gravel was nevertheless more ex- 
pensive than that which was procured 
outside the city. He claimed that the 
continued excavation of the gravel pits 
was a serious menace to tlie safety of 
the neighborhood, and demanded that 
if tho city could do nothing towards 
improving the condition of tho gravel 
of the gravel pits, that it at least re- 
frain from encouraging the owners to 
go down any deeper. 

The Mayor and .Md. Henderson 
could not see why the icity should not 
take advantage of the convenient po- 
sition of the pits, as ovum if the gravel 
were not taken from them for road 
purposes, it would be excavated for 
other purchasers than the city, and the 
pits would increase in depth anyway. 

Aid. fullerton. however. Was bound 
to stick up for the interests of his con- 
stituents, and would hear of no com- 
promise. He demanded that the city 
pledgo itself not to take any of the 
Spring Ridge gravel. His amendment 
was put to tlie vote and lost by a ma- 
jority of four, the only aldermen voting 
for it being himself, Aid. Gleason and 
Aid. Hall. 

Water Appeal 

It was virtually decided in Hie 
course of the meeting that the city 
barrister should be sent to England to 
represent the city in the appeal pro- 
ceedings In the case of the city against 
tho Esquimau Water AVorks Company 
before the privy council. The decision 
was arrived at on the recommendation 
of the finance committee, through Aid. 
Vincent. Mr. Mann, in speaking on 
the matter, stated that it would bo 
virtually Impossible to convey to any 
English solicitor the full effect of local 
conditions, and that tho city would bo 
at a disadvantage bad It not a barris- 
ter conversant with these conditions 
on the spot Tlie arrangement of the 
financing of the trip was left with the 
finance committee. 

Routine Business 

A considerable amount of routine 
business was disposed of In the course 
of tlie evening. 

On the suggestion of the Mayor, and 
on motion of Aid. Vincent, seconded by- 
Aid. Henderson, a vote of thanks was 
unanimously passed to the Dominion 
government for the services of the 
dredge King Edward on the James Bay 
fiats. It was further decided to send 
a letter to Captain DoBeck .thanking 
hini for Hie careful way In which he 
had carried on the operations. 

A letter was received from the sec- 
retary of the board of directors of the 
Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital, 
asking that the council grant Hie 
council of that body an audience. It 
Is desired lo arrive at some satisfac- 
tory settlement In regard to tho pay- 
ment of I lie city's share of the fees due 
for free patients, treated at the city's 
expense. 

A letter from A. 11. Milne, calling 
attention lo the 'had condition of the 
sidewalk on North Park street, be- 
tween Cook and Chambers streets, to- 
gether with a number of others of a 
similar nature, was referred to the 
city engineer, with power to act. 

In this respect Aid. Fullerton point- 
ed out that when any citizen wished 
to bave repairs carried out on some 
sidewalk In his neighborhood it was 
not necessary for him to wait until 
some alderman came along, and to 
point the damage out to him. All that 
was needful was to write lo tho city 
engineer, who would be pleased to 
attend to the matter at once. 

A. T. McMunt wrote asking that he 
bo admitted to the Home for the Aged 
and Infirm. It was decided to refer 
this request to tho Mayor, tho under- 
standing being that some attempt lie 
made to ship Mr. McMunt back to his 
friends in ngiand, 

From B. Graham cnnie a letter In 
which attention was forcibly drawn to 
the condition of the roads around the 
Spring Ridge gravel pits. Tho thor- 
oughfares, Mr. Graham alleges, an? so 
narrow as to render it impossible for 
two carriages to puss each oilier wltli- 
( it there being danger of one of them 
being hurled into the pit. Mr. Gra- 
ham asked that something lie done by 
Hie city to render the locality more 
safe, and Aid. Fullerton took the op- 
portunity to deliver one of ills little 



weekly lectures on the evils of these 
gravel pits. Tho matter was referred 
to the streets, bridges and j sewers' 
committee. • ! ' ■ ■ ■ • • . ; , 

Several tenders for the numbering 
of tho city were received, tlie prices 
offered, running from 12 l-2c to 3fic, a 
number, according to the'quallty of tile 
metal. Tho matter was referred to 
the purchasing agent for a report. 

On tho recommendation of the 
comotery committee it was decided to 
grant tho sum of $300 as the city's 
share towards the improvement of the 
Roman Catholic addition to the como- 
tery. Tho whole cost will bo $010, the 
remainder of which will bo borne by 
the authorities of tho church. 

On the recommendation or the ll- 
nunce committeo It was decided- to 
grant tile sum of $50 to the Victoria 
Kennel club towards the expenses of 
tho annual show, 

Accounts to the amount of $G,G17 
were read and ordered paid. 

A letter was received from Messrs. 
Mason and Mann, to the effect that 
the amendments proposed by tho city 
to the Municipal Clauses Act had been 
brought before tlie committee of tho 
house on municipalities and would in 
all probability be finally disposed of 
by being introduced into the house as 
a government bill, applicable to Vic- 
torin alone. 

Aid Henderson, for the streets, 
bridges, and sewers committee, moved 
forvthe grading and macadamizing of 
■Washington avenue between Gorge 
and Burnside roads, and of Moss stret 
between Richardson and St. Charles, 
also for the construction of a cement 
sidewalk on Heywood avenue between 
Cook street and Park road. The mo- 
tions wore adopted. 

Aid. Meston's Roman Catholic ad- 
dition to tlie cemetery by-law and Aid 
Vincent's sewer connections by-law 
were iaid over for consideration at a 
future meeting.

Cost $50,000 

Seattle, Wash., March 23.— A des- 
patch to the Post-Intelligencer from 
Valdez, Alaska, says: "The steamer 
Portland arrived here at midnight with 
the passengers and mail from the 
steamer Northwestern, which was 
wrecked Tuesday morning- on a roclt 
near Beasonl wharf, Latouche island. 
The vessel was leaving the bay en 
route to Valdez when a Hurry of wind 
caught her and threw her over on the 
rocks.

Their grievance Is borne out by tue 
statement Issued by nil Information com- 
mittee composed of several passengers from 
the vessel. In their announcement they 
sny: "We had a very stormy passage from 
Seattle, but Hearing the Japan coast the 
sky cleared and on Sunday afternoon the 
weather was very bright, so bright In fact 
that the majority of the passengers spent 
the day on deck. At 5:03 p. m. we heard 
a grating sound but felt no Jarring. The 
grating continued until the vessel came to 
a stop. In the meantime the propellers 
were still churning the water. A few 
momenta after she came to n stop she took 
a list to starboard and the how began to 
settle down, as If she was slipping otT a 
ledge. The water rushed in and nut out 
the tires In the engine room, it tilled >«) 
swiftly that It appeared as If the whole 
bottom had dropped out below the engines. 
There was no excitement among the pas- 
sengers ami all remained oh deck for fully 
fifteen minutes after the disaster, and till 
an officer told them to get ready to land. 
The passengers ,i;ot their hand bags and the 
boats were lowered and distress signals 
raised and In response sampans and police 
boats came out and there was ample ac- 
commodation for all the passengers nnd 
crew. The passengers were transferred 
without an accident, the officers by their 
culm demeanor did much to Inspire tns 
passengers with confidence, and all were 
lauded before dark. Some were landed at. 
NoJIna lighthouse and others at Shlrahamn. 
Later no, nearly all the tranks belonging 
to the passengers wen' taken off the wreck. 
Before the last passenger was taken off. 
the water hail reached the saloon deck for- 
ward, malting it Impossible to get the 
baggage from the baggage room. The 
Japanese took splendid care of us, many of 
them refusing money, but we tried our 
best to make amends for this, by leaving 
money for their schools." 

Bovoud the fact that one lady had her 
knee sprained while getting In one of the 
life bouts there was not an accident of any 
description. As soon as the Japanese gov- 
ernment heard of the accident the most 
modern salvage boat on the roast, the Onrn 
inuru, which raised several of the Ilnsslan 
men of war that were sunk la the recent 
war, was offered, hut before she arrived 
other appliances had been secured from 
Yokohama and the salvage steamer was 
withdrawn. There are numerous rocks In 
the vicinity of the wreck, making it almost 
Impossible for large boats to approach. 
When the vessel struck she was about two- 
fifths of a mile from land, and the people 
on shore could lie seen waving their hands. 
The passengers returned the salute, which 
was afterwards learned was an effort on 
the part of the resident s to warn the ves- 
sel of her danger. When the crew bift the 
vicinity of the wreck she was lying with 
seventeen fathoms at her bow, fifteen amid- 
ships and three at the stern. Her bow I jji as *- 
polntlng down at an angle of thirty de- 
grees, and being submerged as far as the 
second mast. 

The Dakota was Insured for £344,000 for 
all risks, and an additional £100.000 which, 
with the cargo, would bring the total up 
to £(100,000. At the time of the departure 
of the Tremont there was some talk of the:

CUTHBERT APPOINTED 

WoEtO'.-n Canada Mining Association 
Takes Interest in Victoria. 

'.'jSeiai notification was received in 
tl e city yesterday to the effect that 
Herbert Cuthbert, the secretary of tho 
Tourist Association has been ap- 
pointed a member of Lb" executive 
committee of the Western Canadian 
Immigration Association. 

This association has its head- 
quarters in Chicago, and is devoted 
towards the direction of Immigration 
into the Canadian west. For the most 
part the association has up to the pre- 
sent devoted its attention to the prai- 
rie provinces of the middle west, but 
the appointment of Mr. Cuthbert In- 
dicates that It will hereafter turn its 
attention towards this province. The 
association annually deals with thou- 
sands of immigrants, and tho fact that 
the interests of its management has 
been roused In this province, means a 
great deal for British Columbia. 

The association has appointed Mr. 
Cuthbert a member of its executive 
In view of his work In bringing the 
possibilities of Vancouver Island, and 
of Victoria In particular, before the 
world. He is recognized an being In- 
timately In touch with conditions on 
the Inland, and consequently Is re- 
garded as being a valuable man to 
aid the association in Us work. 



In a -Montreal interview James 
Wilkins, of Dos .Moines, Iowa, said 
that great as has been the tide of 
settlers from the American west In- 
to the same region of Canada during 
the past year, it will be very much 
surpassed by the inrush this year, If 
the promises bold good. 

"This Is tlie general opinion of 
those wdio know anything of the 
movement in the west," he said;! 
"and I have been given to under- 
stand that several of the roads run- 
ning north to Canada are already 
making preparations for the expected | 
rush. The demand for cars will be j 
a great one, and they are increasing 
their capacity in this respect by re- 
fitting old and building new con- 
yeyancos. Evon so, I believe their 
utmost capacity will be taxed. 

Mr. Wilkins says that people are 
everywhere in the northern portions 
of the American middle west engaged 
in selling land at ?:i n . $"> and $50 
an acre in order that they may 
cross over Into Canada and there] 
take ui> farms at much more fav- 
orable rates that prevail. This move- 
ment is especially noticeable In the 
States and the Dakolas and Minne- 
sota as well as in Wisconsin, Iowa 
and portions of Illlonls. 

"In 1906," he said, "about thirty- 
five thousand people went to Canada 
from the Dakolas and .Minnesota 
alone, and these people were almost 
without exception prosperous farm- 
ers, who left the States not because 
they were obliged to do so by their 
non-success there, but simply because 
they saw a good opportunity In the 
low-priced Canadian wheat lands. 
.Many of them were. In fact, the 
pioneers wdio first began the opening 
up for agricultural purposes el' the 
northern middle States some thirty 
or forty years ago. These arc the 
people that discovered the wheat pos- 
sibilities of the Northwest." 

Mr. Wilkins said that the entry in- 
to Canada and the buying up of large 
Interests there by tho great elevator 
interests was a powerful argument 
for the American wdieat farmers to 
go and do likewise, and it was likely 
to have considerable influence on 
them. 

"Do you think that these American 
settlers will become Canadian citi- 
zens and British subjects?" was 
asked. 

"It is probable, that a few of them 
will take out naturalization papers, 
hut it Is unlikely that the big major- 
ity of them will give up their allegi- 
ance to the United States. This, 
however, does ,not mean that they 
will ever be a disturbing element in 
western Canadian .At fairs, and any 
fear of them being an influence for 
annexation Is nuiipLy; absurd. Besides, 
their children will'' grow up In Can- 
ada, will become Canadians, and will 
definitely cast in their lot with the 
people among whom they live."

FORESTRY CONVENTION 

Gathering at Ottawa One of Great Im- 
portance to Canada 



"With tho K;ime spirit of enthusiasm 
which had characterized the first ses- 
sion, the convention of tho Canadian 
Forestry association came to a close 
yesterday afternoon, says the Ottawa 
Citizen. Many tributes were voiced as 
to Urn benefit exerted by the meetings 
on tin; alms of forestry, including the 
following: 

"That the Rovernm^ni he requested 
to place forest trees and seeds Import- 
ed for afforestation purposes on the 
free list." 

"That the retention of rough areas 
under wood and the replanting o£ tho feelings of the Saanlch farmers In the 



Some time ago, the worthy council- 
lors of Saanlch undertook to pass a 
bylaw having as Its object the preven- 
tion of the grazing of cattle on the 
thoroughfaes of the municipality In 
the past It hus been the custom of the 
Inhabitants of municipality to allow 
their flocks and herds to graze on the 
succulent vegetation, which Brows 
along the sides of the roads. Some 
times the animals were tied up, some 
times they were not, 'and in any case 
they did not Improve the facilities for 
road travel In the district, and tended 
to give the country lnjies a bad name 
especially among ladles from the city 
with skittish horses and delicate 
nerves. 

The bylaw went through all right, 
but it raised a cry of protest amongst 
tho fanners of Saanieh to which the 
Invocations of the liquor men of this 
city against Aid. Gleason's Liquor 
License Bylaw were as nothing. So 
badly did the people of the district 
who saw themselves deprived of their 
ancient rights fori about the matter, 
that the council never enforced the by- 
law, and cattle were allowed to wander 
on the roads- as In the days before the 
bylaw without being in any danger of 
the poundkeeper's noose. 

The council of .Saanieh, has now, 
after the measure has been on the 
books for some six months, come to 
the conclusion that If it Is not to be 
enforced it might as well be struck 
from the books, and they accordingly 
decided some weeks ago to seek tho 
opinion of the electors on the. matter. 
A referendum was arranged, and this 
was voted on last Saturday.

Dawson, March 10. — The Impression 
was given out last summer or fall that 
all classes of mail would be forwarded 
from any postofficc in Canada or the 
United States to Whltehorse, and there 
held for forwarding to Dawson on re- 
quest of the consignee or addressee at 
Dawson to the postal agent at Whltc- 
j horse. 

I it now Is known positively that for- 
I warding of mall to Whltehorse I3 not 
lionc except In special cases, and then 
In no definite way. Evidence lias been 
accumulating on tills point from time 
to time, and the matter has become 
more aggravating as the months drag 
out their weary length. 

Yesterday a Dawsonlte received a 
letter containing the wrapper of a 
package which had been mailed in an 
outside city before Christmas to a 
person in Dawson. It was a small 
package, a mere little Christmas pres- 
ent. The wrapper, blotted and scarred 
with postofflce marks and stamp can- 
cellations and other stampings, came 
to Dawson yesterday in the envelop, 
and tells Its own story. The goods 
wero sent back In the package to tho 
addresser, and will have to be held un- 
til summer. 

On tho wrapper Is one stamp read- 
ing: "Not admissible to Yukon mails 
during winter. See page 884 of Janu- 
ary postal guide. Returned to mailing 
ofllce. 

Another stamp on the wrapper 
shows that It was at Skagway as late 
as February 7, and after that was 
sent back to the States. Evidently It 
had been held at Skagway or some oth- 
er point for weeks. 

In writing, on the same wrapper, 
were the words; "First Class," and the 
stamps of largo denominations show 
that the postage was not stinted, and 
that She sender must have understood 
or desired that the package was going 
forward in good time.

Bombay, March S. 
The following autograph message 
has been received from the Ameer of 
Afghanistan for publication: 
"In the name of God, 
"Jainrud, March 7. — At the time of 
returning from my journey in India 
and re-entering Afghan territory, my 
tour, which has lasted 64 days, has 
given me so much pleasure that I 
cannot find words to express It. Every 
kindness and friendship have been 
shown me by the government of In- 
dia, tho Viceroy, the Commander-in- 
Chief, and, other military ollicers and 
civil authorities of India. , I have 
found them all friends of Afghanistan 
and of myself. I am able to declare 
that during this short tour I have 
made more true friends of Afghanis- 
tan and for myself personally than I 
could have made in 20 years had I not 
come to India. T therefore today con- 
gratulate tho Afghan nation and my- 
self on possessing such good friends. 
My friend, Sir Arthur McMahon,' will 
communicate this written message of 
mine to Renter's Agency for publica- 
tion in the newspapers for the infor- 
mation of the whole world. — Siraj-ul- 
millat-wad-din." 

Calcutta, March 8. 
Lord Minto sent a farewell telegram 
to the Ameer conveying his best wish- 
es for a pleasant Journey home, his 
continued good health and happiness, 
and the prosperity of his kingdom. His 
Excellency further expressed his sense 
of the great honor of receiving the 
Ameer as the representative 01 King 
Edward, and tho hope that personal 
friendships would contribute to a good 
understanding between the two coun- 
tries. The Viceroy, in conclusion, as- 
sured tho Ameer that he carried back 
to Kabul tlie best wishes of many sin- 
cere friends who retain happy memor- 
ies of his visit. 

The Ameer, In reply, thanked His 
Excellency for his message, adding 
that he had spent 64 days in India 
with very great pleasure. He also 
heartily thanked the Viceroy for the 
honor sllown him by the government, 
and especially for the appointment of 
Sir A. II. McMahon as chief of the 
staff attached to him during his stay. 
The telegram concludes: "I was very 
pleased with all the arrangements 
made by Sir A. H. McMahon and his 
assistants. Good-by." 

Tho Ameer will probably not reach 
Kabul until April. It is understood 
that one of the first objects to claim 
his attention will be an extension of 
education generally, while it is prac- 
tically certain that some young sirdars 
will be sent to India for military in- 
struction. The impressions he has re- 
ceived of tho line training of the In- 
dian army are believed to have con- 
vinced him of tho necessity of reor- 
ganizing Ills forces, which are palpably 
weak In the matter of officer.!. 

Political affairs nave been absolutely 
untouched during the whole visit, and 
no changes are likely to follow imme- 
diately, but the Ameer seems thor- 
oughly convinced of the friendship of 
the government, and has spoken free- 
ly on this point upon various owns- 
ions. He has, however, respect for the 
feelings of tlie mass of his subjects, 
who regard with suspicion anything 
beyond existing treaties, as confirmed 
by the Dane mission. Reforms, there- 
fore, in the civil and military admin- 
istration of Afghanistan will be slowly 
and cautiously introduced. The Ameer 
quite recognizes this, but while there 
videnco that he will postpone his 
anxiety to revise the system of gov- 
ernment, applying the experience gain- 
ed in India, it Is certain that ques- 
tions of trade will be sympathetically 
considered, and the development of the 
mineral resources will command early 
attention. Mr. Hayden, government 
geologist, who accompanies the party 
to Kabul, will bo given special facili- 
ties for exploring the coal measures. 

Tho Ameer Is leaving apparently de- 
lighted with his reception everywhere, 
appreciating especially the social func- 
tions, in which he played a prominent 
part at Calcutta and Bombay. The 
fueling among the Mahomedan popula- 
tion has been especially excellent, 
while the Hindus have, thoroughly ap- 
preciated tho Ameer's tolerant atti- 
tude towards all creeds. 

During tho Ameer's visit to India 
tho heir-apparent, Prince Inayatullah 
Khan, has been touring In the Jalala- 
bad and Dakka districts and Visiting 
tho frontier posts, accompanied by a 
considerable military force. The 
tribesmen everywhere aro peaceful.

New Policy of Fraternity 

Both employers' organizations nud labor 
unions have come to stay. Intelligent or- 
ganizations among employers Is ned (HI, not 
only to enable us to deal with labor prob- 
lems promptly uu& justly, whenever they 
arise, but also to equip as to strengtnen 
our liidui-trlal position at home, so that 
we can - win the constantly expanding 
markets abroad which we will need to Ucop 
In order to keep our shops busy and to 
provide labor for our workers. 

All the great National organizations of 
employers should come together In a spirit 
of mutual fraternity anil establish 11 cen- 
tral body lll-wlilcu each would be represen- 
ted. This body could deal with the Inter- 
ests common to all the organizations 
These Interest are not only large In num- 
ber, hut titanic in magnitude. Moreover, 
tUeyrarc rapidly expanding iu each particu- 
lar. 

One of thi' country's greatest needs ;it 
this moment Is the diffusion of education 
along sane lines. >Sorinl and political 
quackery should lie rendered Impossible by 
instilling Into the minds of employers, 
workers and the general public Ideas which 
will show them that in tlie last analysis 
all their Interests coincide and Injury to 
any one element in society will react 011 
all. 

Opposod Fad Legislation 

One of the evils which every organiza- 
tion of employers Is frequently called upon 
to eomhat is silly or pernicious legislation, 
Fads, folios and vices manage to register 
themselves In bills introduced In Congress 
end the various state Legislatures at every 
eeojlon. Tlie demagogue and disturber 
are always with us and Uicy are always 
active. 

In fighting its ills each organization now 
acts separately. Each makes Its own ex- 
periments and learns Its own lessons and 
humiliation which Ijoset us now can be 
avoided onlv hy co-operation. 

As a preliminary 'to settlements which 
will stay settled. Mr. Van Cleave told the 
convention there must. be. at the outset, 
a full and frank, recnsiiit Ion of. the fact 
that both capital' and labor have duties 
11s well as rUhts. I As an employer. lie 
said that all employing interests should 
rest on the assumption thai, if labor lend- 
ers will eliminate unlawful and eoerclve 
methods, they must be reckoned with us 
a fixture In America's business life. He 
continued: 

''Recognize t-abor Unions 

This is .an age oLcouceutration. combin- 
ation, consolidation. Labor has as large 
an incentive and also as large a right to 
concentrate nd has capital, and capital 
must concede tills right. At the same time 
employers must aid In educating the work- 
era, morally :is well as Intellectually, ho 
that they will choose better officers than 
ninny of the graders with whom they have 
been alllleted In recent yonrs. 

Let us have peace between workers anil 
employers on 11 hinds ot the recognition, 
fully and frankly, of the rights and duties 
of each. 

.Employers must work discreetly, Mr. 
Van Cleave warned, so as not to give 
opportunity to denlegogues to arouse any 
class prejudices. He averred It In be 10 
the Interest of employers, workers and the 
public generally that the labor leaders 
abolish all their ignorant and corrupt 
leaders. 

Eliminate Corrupt Labor Loaders 

Mr. Van Cleave said the diffusion of 
correct Ideas among the wage-earners of 
the country Is one of the largest Issues 
confronting publli -spirited men today. By 
educating the rank and tile of the unions, 
he declared, a way for the ousting of 
corrupt labor leaders may be prepared. This 
done, the speaker said. It will be easy to 
reach an equitable agreement between 
eapiial and labor. 

Discussing agreements with labor, Mr. 
Vim Cleav expressed belief that nearly 
all employers favor iwreomimtn with 
labor as making for slable business con- 
dl Innn over a term or years. This gives 
cn.ployors an opportunity to make con- 
tracts and to plan for a few years In ad- 
vance. Such collective, .bargaining, Mr. 
Van Cleave asserted Is losing favor be- 
cause iess has been accomplished than 
was expected. The reason for this failure 
was said to be an unwillingness for Ina- 
bility to reach agreements that were equit- 
able. 

Deploring tho absence of friendly and 
eonildcntlal relations between employers 
and worker-.', 91 r. Van Cleave praised the 
work- of president Roosevelt's Anthracite 
Coal Strike Commission, which declared 
for the "open shop" an ! u,sulndl boycot- 
ting and blacklisting, lie added: 
Kill Blacklist and Boycott 

The principles enunciated by that coin 
mission form the basis upon which em- 
ployers and workers should meet from now 
onward. They should be Insisted upon.

Further particulars are at hand re- 
specting; the disaster at the Britannia 
mine on Saturday. According to R. H. 
Loach, general superintendent of the 
Britannia Copper Syndicate's mlnef., 
says the Vancouver News-Advertiser, 
for sonio timo back a logging crew of 
soma 110 men has been working In the j 
heavy limber above the mine, getting 
out logs to be sawn In the syndicate's 
saw mill Into timbers for mining pur- 
poses. During the last few days, the 
weather has been very bad, and on 
Thursday, the snow was falling so 
heavily that logging operations had to 
be entirely suspended. Friday It was 
still snowing hard and the crow only 
went as far as the donkey engine 
house, about, a mile from their bunk- 
house, to put a new line on the don- 
key drum. By evening about live feet 
of snow had fallen during the previous 
lis hours and when Saturday dawned, 
although it had stopped snowing, it 
was deemed impossible that work could 
be resumed. Still, about S o'clock, the 
men wont up to the donkey house, to 
Investigate the conditions existing and 
the possibility of going to work. For 
some little time they remained in the 
engine house discussing the situation, 
but it was finally determined that log- 
ging was impossible on account of the 
depth of snow and the return trip to 
the bunk-hon.se began. A few of the 
men, however, remained behind talk- 
ing, some inside and some just out- 
side the donkey house. .Suddenly, 
without any warning a huge avalanche 
of snow engulfed them, and although 
every effort to rescue the burled men 
was made by their companions, and 
assistance and medical aid Immediate- 
ly procured, before the eight men 
could be dug out, four had perished, 
three of whom were white men, and 
the other a Japanese. The four res- 
cued men (two of whom wen; Japs- 
had a very close call, and barely es- 
caped. Had it not been that a doc- 
tor was on the scene almost immedia- 
tely, it is probable that they also would 
have lost their lives. 

The names of the victims are as fol- 
lows: McBrldc, Donald McPhcrson, 
dames Wilson, and rhe Jap, whoso 
name could not be procured. Each of 
the unfortunate white men had rela- 
tives employed in the camp. McBrldo 
bad a brother working in the mines, 
HcPherson, a counsin, ami Wilson had 
wo brothers, one of whom was stunti- 
ng by his side when they were over- 
whelmed in tlie snow slide, but was 
fortunately rescued. lie came to the 
city last night on the Britannia in a 
very badly battered and shaken condi- 
tion, having received some severe cuts 
and bruises about the face and head. 

Mr. Leach stated that the fatal snow- 
slide took place In a very peculiar 
manner, and under circumstances al- 
most incredible. The- donkey-iiouso or 
shed ntands on a little knoll. on the hill 
Hide, considerably higher than the im- 
mediately surrounding ground. The 
slope of the hill above it is thickly cov- 
ered with heavy standing timber, which 
served as a break, and was doomed am- 
ide protection against afiy; possible 
danger in ease of sliding show, ritrango 
to say, it was directly through this 
heavy t' nber that the. enormous mass 
of snow forced its way. The slide 
which killed the four men demolished 
the donkey engine Jionso, and burled- 
two of tho, men beneath its ruins, 
though, Hlrangc to saj;', they were am- 
ong those who were rescued. 

The steamer Britannia brought tho 
bodies of tho vlctlmH of the 'land slide 
to the city lost night, and they are now 
lying in Messrs. Center & Henna's un- 
dertaking rooms, awaiting the coroner's 
inquest which will be held on Monday 
morning.

FEAR F 
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Chinese Dynasty is Alarmed 
Over Opportunity Afforded 
Enemies 



Washington, March 24. — From 
Shung-hal advices received at the state 
department it appears that the ruling 
dynasty in. China is seriously alarmed 
over the spread of trie famine through 
the country and the opportunity It af- 
fords to scditionary societies to enlist 
converts to their cause directed 
against the government. The govern- 
ment's Inability to relievo suffering. It 
Is said, has been magnified and the 
hardships of the people attributed to 
lack of sympathy by the government 
for the poor classes. 

The information Indicate that a 
propaganda lias been organized to Cur- 
ther the circulation of stories of the 
character outlined, and it is said that 
state department officials fear that a 
spread of hysteria may engender a 
general uprising. If such should bo 
the result there is danger that the 
government might not be able to con- 
trol the situation. American and other 
foreign interests then will bo jeop- 
ardized. So great is the confusion that 
diplomatic and consular representa- 
tives in China have been Instructed 
to keep the state department con 
stantly in touch with the situation. 

That the Chinese government recog- 
nized the danger is shown by the fact 
that Viceroy Tuan Fang, of Yan King, 
has merriorallzed the throne for $1,000,- 
000 to purchase East Indian rice to 
feed his people. Undoubtedly this step 
was taken to offset the work of the 
sedltlonary societies as well as lo re- 
lievo the immediate suffering. In tak- 
ing this action the viceroy predicted 
a general famine uprising In the fam- 
ine-stricken districts unless prompt 
relief Is provided but he did not refer 
to the trouble that has been stirred 
up by the anti-government parties. 

An extraordinary effort will be made 
in the United States to broaden tho 
scope of the movement to find relief 
for til e Chinese. Already there have 
been large sums of money collected 
and dispatched t-j China to be used in 
the purchase of food, and in the near 
futuro the transport Bulferu will sail 
from San Francisco with a shipload of 
provisions, given! by Louis Klopsch, 
editor ot the Christian Herald. A gen- 
eral movement throughout the civil- 
ized world to aid the sufferers, it is be- 
lieved will enable the Chinese govern- 
ment to strengthen its_ hands and pos- 
sibly supress uprising and riots. 

That any movement threatening the 
overthrow of the present dynasty in 
China gives alarm to the United States 
and every European nation which lias 
Interests and citizens in China is not 
denied. The life of every Caucasian in 
China Is believed by officials of th 
state department to depend upon the 
continuance of the Chinese govern 
merit as It stands.

protest the said conference proceeded 
to discuss the right of this province to 
exceptional treatment," claiming that 
as the Premier had seen fit to outline 
his arguments In British Columbia's 
behalf before the said conference, tlio 
members were justified in considering 
the case. He submitted amendments 
to the effect mentioned. 

The Whole Case 
The Premier's speech In full follows: 
"Mr. Speaker, in rising to movo the 
resolution on the order paper dealing 
with the question of tho attitude as- 
sumed by myself as the representa- 
tive for this provinces at the Ottawa 
conference, I feel, sir, that since this 
question of better terms has taken up 
so much of the space in the public 
press, and taken up so much time and 
attention generally on the hustings, as 
well as' in tho halls of this legisla- 
ture, there Is scarcely any necessity 
to go Into the earlier history of the 
occurrences which have for a very con- 
siderable length of time made this 
question a prominent one in the pub- 
lic affairs of British Columbia. We 
have had cause on several occasions 
to go to Ottawa for the purpose of 
taking up with the federal authorities 
the question we are hero dealing with 
this afternoon. 

"What has happened within tho last 
seven years in connection with this 
subject? Let us for a moment recall 
a mission In 1901 undertaken by the 
then prime minister of British Colum 
bia, and the then attorney general, if 
an examination is made of the returns 
of the House submitted when tho 
gentlemen came back to British Co- 
lumbia, I think I am safe in saying 
that you will find within those docu- 
ments most of the substantial evidence 
upon which the case of the province 
of British Columbia has been based, 
and upon which successive delegation 
have urged action upon the part o 
the federal authorities. 

"The prominent features that are 
to be noted in connection with the 
case llrst submitted by Mr. Dunsmulr 
refer to the very excessive contribu- 
tions made by this province per cap- 
ita as compared with tho contribu- 
tions per capita of other provinces; 
the heavy cost to tho local adminis- 
tration in the carrying out of our 
local public works; the administration 
of justice, and the management of 
school affairs throughout tho province, 
and then the fact that the physical 
conditions which have to be met in 
tho province of British Columbia ren- 
der it more expensive to undertake 
the responsibility of local government 
in this country than what must nat- 
urally be expected from any of the 
other provinces. 

"Now, if you follow It on, anel come 
to tho next delegation undertaken by 
Col. Pr.or and the then attorney gen- 
eral, our present speaker, you will find 
that when in conference with the fed- 
eral authorities on that occasion, pret- 
ty nearly inu same ground was taken 
as ;-..d been covered by the. Dunsmulr 
ilii.usatlon. They urged It upon Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler that because of theso 
physical conditions, and of the tre- 
mendous cost of civil government, and 
because too that the statistics went 
to show that the contributions of this 
country to the Dominion government 
were greatly in excess of those from 
the other provinces, that Ottawa could 
not deny the fact that the province 
of British Columbia was entitled to 
better — or perhaps as has been sug- 
gested before — better and fairer terms. 

"Now, sir, the suggestion was never 
raised for a moment until lately, that 
in connection with the solution of this 
problem it would be necessary for Ot- 
tawa to call in tho other provinces. I 
have carefully gono over the docu- 
ments that have seen the light of day 
with regard to this question, and I 
do not find in any place in its early 
history the slightest suggestion mado 
that If Ottawa proposed to consider tho 
situation at all, she could only do so 
when all the other provinces would be 
called in council together, along with 
British Columbia. 

"When the province of British Co- 
lumbia was taken into confederation, 
Mr. Speaker, if you consult the Hans- 
ard of Canada in which the speeches 
delivered there by different' men of 
note are reported, you will find that 
there is absolutely no suggestion made 
that before any compact .might bo 
consummated that would make this 
province part and parcel of the Do- 
minion of Canada the other provinces 
of the Dominion, which were then con- 
federated, must be consulted. Why, 
sir, the contract that finally made 
British Columbia a part of the Do- 
minion was negotiated and eventually 
concluded by emissaries from the 
province of British Columbia acting 
with the representatives of the fed- 
eral authorities. We know, sir, as a 
matter of imperial policy It was con- 
sidered in the late 'GO'S that If British 
Columbia could be brought in line 
with the. other provinces It would be 
a great thing for the Empire, as well 
as the Dominion. 

"I think It was when Covernor 
Musgrave came to British Columbia 



he was instructed by the then colonial the other provinces should be consld' 



secretary to leave notlilnn- nn*"" 
that British Columbia might be brought 
into lino, and might become ona 
of the pruvlnees ot mu DuiiniiiO.i. 
wo know, sir, as has been said 
many times hero and elsewhere, that 
just at that stage in the history of 
this country, because of tho exhaus- 
tion of the placer mines at Cariboo, 
and tho dull times that followed there 
was a great stringency in tho money 
market of this part. Business was 
stagnant, tho people were despondent, 
and there was no delay at all on the 
part of those responsible here to try 
and moot, so fur as they could, the 
demands of tho imperial authorities to 
attempt something that would bring 
British Columbia into confederation. 

"Well, sir, step by step, wo iind the 
policy of the home government as- 
suming somo substantial form here. 
The matter was taken up in the col- 
onial legislature, a very long debate 
ensued, and Anally by a very large 
vote it was decided that British Co- 
lumbia should negotiate with Ottawa, 
and should enter into confederation 
with the other provinces. Then in or- 
der to consummate the deal, and to 
close the contract, a delegation was 
sent from Ottawa, when the terms of 
union were finally agreed on, and, 
eventually endorsed by order in coun- 
cil from tho Imperial government. 
Well, Mr. Speaker, we all know, that 
some few years after wo had become 
one of the provinces of the Dominion 
there was tremendous dissatisfaction 
in this country because of the neglect 
of tho federal authorities to stand by 
the compact that had been entered 
into. Wo know that as a result of 
this neglect the province of British 
Columbia felt justilied in sending a 
delegate to the Imperial authorities, 
and we know that the gentleman se- 
lected, Mr. Justice Walkem, was suc- 
cessful In his mission to the e ld coun- 
try to the extent at any rate of at-, 
tractlng tho attention of the colonial 
office, and bringing influence sufficient 
to bear from that quarter to make Ot- 
tawa pay that regard to tho position 
of this province that later on com- 
pelled her to build up and promote 
tho interests of this part of the coun- 
try. 

"Well, sir, the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way was undertaken then, and pres- 
ently completed. Side by side with 
this event there was tremendous de- 
velopment all over the country. Parts 
of the country that never seemed to 
promise any particular encouragement 
for settlement or development, and 
that never scemeel to be considered 
for one moment of consequence, or 
that there were natural resources 
worth while developing — these were 
opened up, and the treasury of tho 
country was called upon to do Its part 
in the civil government of tho prov- 
ince. And sir, to such an extent has 
this development gone on In the past 
ten years, that as a matter of tact at 
this time, unless we propose asking 
the people of this country to pay taxes 
far In excess of what is fair and right, 
I cannot see for tho life of mo how 
we may be expected to give all the 
benefits of our civil government to 
those other sections of tho province 
that the present settled portion Is at 
present enjoying. And as we all know 
unless we may be so fortunate as to 
secure from Ottawa some substantial 
acknowledgment of this very critical 
condition of affairs in British Colum- 
bia It must be expected that tho prov- 
ince will have to surmount a good 
many obstacles Indeed before she can 
give all of these privileges to the 
whole province that she is in duty 
bound to do. 

"Well, Mr. Speaker, seven years ago, 
or pretty nearly seven years ago, when 
tho Dunsmulr delegation returned 
from Ottawa, there appeared to be 
some feeling of encouragement that 
the province might expect action on 
the part of Ottawa. I find that the 
delegation was well received, that th" 
different data submitted was most 
carefully considered, and the Impres- 
lon of the delegates when they left 
tho capital of Canada was that their 
case had been entertained, and that 
they might expect some consideration. 
Time goes on, and nothing Is done. 

"The second delegation proceeded to 
Ottawa, and as I havo already said, it 
covered pretty well tho same ground, 
and made out the same case, was 
given a very hearty reception and 
left for British Columbia with the ex- 
pectation that something tangible 
would come from their efforts, but 
eventually though nothing was done. 

"Two years ago, my colleague, the 
minister of finance, Captain Tatlow, 
and I, made a trip to Ottawa, and, by 
arrangement with Sir Wilfrid Laurler, 
took up the question of the British 
Columbia history. During that con- 
ference something was said which 
lead to the belief, on my part at any 
rate, that nothing might be expected In 
so far as British Columbia was con- 
cerned to come from these different 
delegations, or from these different 
representations to Ottawa, until a gen- 
eral conference of provincial prime 
ministers might bo held. 

"You will observe, Mr. Speaker, that 
tho case for British Columbia all the 
way through was limited to the Ques- 
tion of extra, or special treatment of 
this province; that there was no sug- 
gestion on our part of asking Ottawa 
while she was considering the case for 
British Columbia, that the position of

"After leaving Ottawa two years ago 
with my colleague the finance minis- 
ter, when as I say the Impression 
camo over me that we need not ex- 
pect anything at all until tho general 
conference of all tho provincial prime 
ministers might be held, we lost no 
time In trying to emphasize, wherever 
and whenever we might be ablo to do 
so, the urgency of the case of British 
Columbia, and, sir, you may bo sure 
that when in the month of December 
last I received an intimation from Sir 
Wilfrid that a conference of prime 
ministers would be held in Ottawa no 
time was lost In assuring the federal 
authorities that British Columbia 
would have a representative on hand 
"If you will glance at the Invitation 
from Sir Wilfrid, you will note, sir 
that the statement Is made thero that 
the conference is to be held for the 
purpose of discussing tho financial 
subsidies to tho provinces. And of 
course It would naturally follow that 
the business of that conference would 
be confined to the discussion of those 
subsidies. However, I might say that 
Incidentally during the differer 
slons that wc held other matters were 
brought up and considered by the 
members of the conference, as well as 
by the federal -authorities, of mor 
or less Importance to the Dominion at 
large, ami In tho end steps were taken 
to havo certain things dono, of which 
you have been already notified. For 
Instance, tho question of tho cancella- 
tion or at least tho question of tho 
repeal of the law Imposing a tax on 
commercial travelers seemed to be 
considered by the gentlemen present at 
Ottawa as something of an urgent na 
ture and It was there decided that 
the different provinces where such 
laws were to bo found In force were to 
lose no time in repealing them. 

"Then there, was a suggestion made 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurler to tho effect 
that something might be dono by the 
different provinces arranging with Ot- 
tawa to the end that the solo control 
over the fisheries of Canada might be 
vested in tho federal authorities, and 
that the different provinces might sur- 
render any right they possessed under 
the law to deal with the fisheries un- 
der their respective jurisdictions. It 
was found at once, sir, that this ques- 
tion would lead to many complex sit- 
uations, and In the end tho problem 
was abandoned. 

"I can safely say that the Ottawa 
conference dealt with the question of 
tho different financial subsidies. And 
In connection with that question I can 
Just as safely say that fully seven- 
eighths of tho time of the conference, 
If not more, was taken up with the 
discussion of the case of British Co- 
lum bia. 

"When we met on Monday, Oct. 8, 
thero appeared to mo to bo a consid- 
erable anxiety on the part of some of 
my brother prime ministers to have 
the Quebec resolution adopted and al- 
most 'railroaded' through, and then 
the work of our meeting would be 
called off. I can recall, sir, how read- 
ily somo of my brother prime minis- 
ters fell in line with suggestions that 
would have easily brought the work 
of that conference to an end within a 
few days of Its meeting. However, 
thero was no Hansard taken of that 
meeting, or of the debates, and the dif- 
ferent discussions that might lead up 
to the statement which I have just 
given were never taken down, or re- 
ported. But I am quite satisfied In my 
own n.ind that had they been so- 
treated no one could havo hesitated to 
come to the conclusion that with the 
adoption of the Quebec resolution as 
suggested by several of the eastern 
prime ministers, the work of the con- 
ference could easily have been con- 
cluded In two clays. Well, I found at 
once that British Columbia as a prov- 
ince could never accept such a propo- 
sition for a moment, because if you 
consult this resolution you will find 
that they mako a general provision 
for Canada with no special reserva- 
tion for British Columbia. 

"Now. we had already, through the 
Hon. Col. Prior and yourself, Mr. 
Speaker, previously given our eastern 
friends to understand that above and 
beyond the provision sought to be 
extended to the different, provinces by 
the Quebec resolution, we In British 
Columbia expected to receive from Ot- 
tawa still better treatment, — still moro 
generous treatment. 

"Well, sir, If you will look at tho 
first resolution adopted by the confer- 
ence at Ottawa, you will "find there is 
a reservation contained in the conclud- 
ing sentence in favor of the prov- 
inces that might have some extra or 
special claim to submit to tho prov- 
inces generally. I would refer you to 
the resolution passed on Wdnesdav, 
Oct. 10 (reading) 'Therefore it .is 
unanimously resolved, that the subject 
matter of tho resolutions adopted by 
tho conference of the representatives 
of the several provinces held at Quebec 
in December, 1902, and which were 
shortly thereafter presented to tho 
government of tho Dominion, and 
which were ratified by the legislatures 
of the then existing provinces except 
that of British Columbia, be now- 
pressed upon the government of the 
Dominion for Immediate and favor- j 
able action, under reserve of the right 
of any province to now submit to such 
government memoranda In writing 
concerning any claims which it may 
have to larger sums than those set out 
in th o said resolutions, or to addi- 
tional consideration or recognition.' 

"I might state, that after two days' 
debate, I finally persuaded the con- 
ference to amend the resolution orig- 
inally submitted so as to permit the 
province of British Columbia and any 
other province that might havo a 
special claim, to have the right ttl 
submit it to the federal authority. Well 
when it came to the time that these 
provinces should present their claims, 
thero were only two who entered their 
further claim, namely this province of 
Ontario, and the province of British 
Columbia. 

"Now. with regard to the province 
or Outiirlo, if you will glance over Mr. 
Whitney's memorandum, you will find 
that the case as made out by him in 
no way, shape or form, is framed 
along the lines of that of British Co- 
lumbia. 

"When it came to British Columbia, 
I did not hesitate to go 'over tho 
ground that had' already been so well 
covered by the Dunsmulr and Prior 
delegations, nor did I hesitate to direct 
the attention of the prime minister of 
Canada, as well as the other delegates 
to that conference and those who were 
present of the federal cabinet to the 
very excellent evidence that had al- 
ready been placed before them by tho 
province of British Columbia In sup- 
port of her contention. This debate, 
or discussion I should moro properly 
say, took up tho most part of three 
days.' At times wo were privileged 
with- the presence of Sir Wilfrid. At 
other times wo had to proceed with 
bur business In his absence. Ho had 
already outlined to /the Conference that 
Ottawa did nofwisli to have anything 
to say in 'our deliberations until we 
had unanimously agreed on certain 
conclusions, and then she was only too 
pleased to Come in and state her po- 
sition. with regard to it. And that be- 
ing tho case, Mr. Speaker, whenever 
theso questions assumed tho form of 



a debato or a discussion, or a division 
In. our conference, Sir Wilfrid and his 
colleagues withdrew, and left us to 
deliberate among ourselves. Of courso, 
that was more or less a disappoint- 
ment because the invitation to come 
to Ottawa intimutcel that wo wore go- 
ing there for the purpose of discuss- 
ing these provincial subsidies, and one 
would naturally conelr.de at onca, In 
connection with this discussion, we 
would at all times havo tho benefit 
of the presenco of the federal as well 
as of the local ministers; and It was 
only when we were unanimous and 
proposed acting together that they 
would come and discuss matters. That 
was a serious discouragement. Well, 
sir, I would say that for about throe 
days the case of British Columbia oc- 
cupied all tho time of the conference. 
At times thero was a disposition on the 
part of some of the other local prime 
ministers to Ignore tho province al- 
together. They thought wo were un- 
reasonable. They said 'here; you havo 
mado a bargain in 1871; you concluded 
a contract with Ottawa; you shall be 
made to stick to it? If it is proposed 
that there are to be alterations In that 
contract, those alterations should, so 
far as It is possible to make them, ap- 
ply to all the provinces of the confed- 
eration. And I can recall times there 
when It was suggested that the prov- 
ince of British Columbia insofar us its 
claim was concerned, was to be Jg- 
mored pretty nearly altogether. How- 
ever, after debating the matter for 
three days, as I say, we were fortunate 
In having tho conference go on rec- 
ord. They admitted, because of our 
permanent physical conditions, we 
were entitled to extra treatment — to 
better terms. And if you will look at 
the resolution which was passed on 
tho 12th of October, moved by Mr. 
Murray, you will Uriel there the fol- 
lowing words: 'That In view 'of tho 
largo area, geographical position, and 
very exceptional physical features of 
tho province of British Columbia, it is 
-the opinion of this conference that the 
said province should receive a reason- 
able additional allowance for the pur- 
poses of civil government. In excess of 
tho provisions made in the Quebec 
resolutions of 1902, and that such ad- 
ditional allowance should bo to the ex- 
tent of $100,000 annually for a period 
of ten years.' 

"Just prior to that you will note that 
a motion was carried to the effect, that 
in tho opinion of the conference it 'is 
inadvisable that the claim, In the way 
of subsidies, of any province be re- 
ferred to arbitration'.'' Now I might 
say, sir, leading up to this motion, 
there was a very animated discussion 
with regard to the province of Brltisl' 
Columbia. And I had already been so 
fortunate as to secure from nearly 
every member of the convention an 
opinion favorable to our special claim. 
But I went a stop further and said, 
'If you propose favoring us we wish 
to have the measure of that favor 
settled by a board of arbitration or a 
commission of inquiry? I found that 
all of my fellow members there wero 
against it — that every prime minister 
present was opposed to such a course, 
and the ground seemed to be taken 
at that time that If British Columbia 
was given a commission of Inquiry, or 
a board of arbitration, and If because 
of such a course being taken, she was 
enabled to secure some extra favor 
that the other provinces thought they 
also had a right to enjoy, why, the 
grave fault would be laid at the doors 
of these other members of the confer- 
ence of neglecting to ask for com- 
missions of inquiry as British Colum- 
bia was ' now doing. I pointed out 
that there never was '.'a suggestion from 
these other provinces that they had 
the same condition to contend with 
that we in British Columbia had. 

"However that may be, Mr. Speaker, 
tho records are there to speak for 
themselves and show conclusively that 
Insofar as that conference was con- 
cerned it was decided that whether or 
no we should have our case settled by 
a competent tribunal such as I have In- 
dicated, we were turned down by 
unanimous vote. You will note I at 
once protested against that vote, and 
I asked that my protest be recorded 
on tho minutes, and I wrote it out in 
this way: '1 protest that the ques- 
tion of British Columbia's claim upon 
the Dominion government for refer- 
ence should not be considered by this 
conference; that It is a question be- 
tween the government of British Co- 
lumbia and the Dominion government.' 
I might say in discussing the question 
with the other prime ministers. I was 
always careful to take this ground, 
that my presence thero should in no 
way prejudice the right of the prov- 
ince, anel the contention always ad- 
vanced by British Columbia since tho 
contract of confederation was made 
between t ho province and the federal 
authorities, and any alterations in that 
contract should come from the origin- 
al contracting parties, and for that 
reason I felt that nothing should be 
omitted in cmphasing this, and I had 
the protest recorded on the minutes of 
the conference. Then Mr. Whitney 
mado his former motion which I have 
read to you, and on which quite a pro- 
longed debate again arose. On the fol- 
lowing day, after certain attempt had 
been made by other members of tho 
conference to induce me to accept the 
offer outlined, I found that Mr. Walter 
Scott, of Saskatchewan anel Mr. Ruth- 
erford, of Alberta, proposed coming 
Into the convention and asking for 
similar treatment to that which it was 
proposed to give British Columbia in 
the resolution l have just outlined. 
And if you will look Into the pro- 
ceedings you will find that on Satur- 
day the 13th of October, it was moved 
by the Hon. Mr. Scott, and seconded 
by Hon. Mr. Rutherford that the fol- 
lowing words be added to the Hon. 
Mr. Whitney's motion respecting ex- 
ceptional treatment to British Colum- 
bia: 'In view of the very exceptional 
conditions of settlement existing In the 
provinces of Manitoba, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, each of the said prov- 
inces should be granted, for a period 
of ten years, an allowance of $r>0,ooo 
per annum In excess of the subsidies 
provided by the Quebec resolutions of 
1902 as amended.' 

"1 found at this point that despite 
any arguments that might be ad- 
vanced to tho convention, the prov- 
ince of British Columbia was in tho 
minority; that the delegntes had made 
up their minds that we must accept 
the resolution submitted on tho pre- 
ceding day by Mr. Whitney, a reso- 
lution which had been discussed 
for fully four or five days. And I 
found, sir, that if I proposed to con- 
tinue as a member of Mint convention 
I would be compelled to cast a minor- 
ity vote in connection with a resolu- 
tion that simply meant a judgment 
against this province. I might say 
that on Saturday morning it was In- 
timated by the chairman that tho con- 
vention Would rlse-^ln fact the mem- 
bers of the convention had become nl- 
ready very restless, a. id had proposed 
going home, and, considering the fact 
that this resolution was being forced 
on 'the province, and considering the 
further fact that the convention had 
closed its ears to the entreaties of tho 
province of British Columbia, I was 
in eluty bound to emphasize as much 
as I possibly could, the fact that we 
had not been treated fairly; and con- 



sidered it best to withdraw from the 
convention.- ■'. jSjj t&fij * Mfj ' . 

"Let me say at on'co T carefully ox- 
plained the position I took, all the 
way through, and that which I pro- 
posed to take in withdrawing from 
tho conference, and I never spared 
myself in admitting to the convention 
that British Columbia wanted to act 
just as harmoniously In connection 
with theso proceedings as It was pos- 
sible for this province to do. I told 
them that I did not want to say for 
one moment that British Columbia 
would do anything unconstitutional; 
anel that British Columbia did not 
propose to make this a political ques- 
tion. I said 'here are records that havo 
boon made up from data collected at 
Ottawa and submitted by governments 
made up of Liberals and Conservatives 
you havo mot mo in this conference 
and you have accepted tho truthfulness 
of these statements; you havo told me 
that you believed ' that by reason of 
our permanent physical conditions we 
are entitled to better terms. And now 
since you havo gone so far, all I ask 
on behalf of the provinco of British 
Columbia, Is that you come to a rea- 
sonable conclusion, anel that tho only 
way in which we may expect to have 
a proper and reasonable solution of 
this problem will bo through the 
agency of a commission of inquiry or 
a board of arbitration.' 

"And I further said to the conven- 
tion: 'If thero is any point on which 
you wish to bo informed, If there Is 
any additional data you want other 
than what you have already before you, 
I am hero and am willing to meet you 
and do everything possible to supply 
the demand.' But sir, I say at once 
they had. mado up their minds to havo 
British Columbia accept this resolu- 
tion of Mr. Whitney's and if she did 
not propose to take it she must leave 
the conference with nothing further. 
There was no further use then as I 
have said so often, in staying any lon- 
ger at the conference — In fact, had I 
known before I went to the city of 
Ottawa that this was what might be 
expected from that body I never would 
have gone, because, as I say sir, that 
convention did not treat with us rea- 
sonably and did not treat with us fair- 
ly. 

"Now I would like to point out that 
in withdrawing from the convention 1 
wrote a letter to Mr. Gouln, the chair- 
man, and that letter Is Incorporated In 
my report, and, briefly, it repeats tho 
principal points already taken by the 
different delegations and by myself 
when wo were in conference. It Is 
found In page 11 of tho return, and if 
you peruse it you will note that here 
and thoro I emphasized different points 
of interest, anel elaborated on some of 
them that had already been advanced. 
Tho reply is to this effect: 'I am In- 
structed by the lnterprovinclal confer- 
ence to acknowledge.: .the: ■receipt of 
your letter of the 13th Instant, setting 
forth tho position assumed by you 
towards it, and in answer to state that 
the resolution to which you refer, and 
which was adopted on the day on 
which vou addressed your letter to me, 
reads thus: That In view of the large 
area, geographical position and very 
exceptional physical features, of .the 
province of British Columbia, It is the 
opinion ot this conference that tho 
said, province should receive a reason- 
able additional allowance for the pur- 
poses of civil government In excess of 
the provisions mado- in ' the Quebec 
resolution of 1902, and, that such. add!-,, 
tional allowance should be to the ex- 
tent of ^100,000 anually for ten years. 
Tills resolution shows distinctly that 
the conference recognized the claim of 
British Columbia for exceptional treat- 
ment. I am specially directed to add 
that it was passed after all the data 
presented by you had been fully con- 
sidered.' 

"That, I think, Mr. Speaker, shows 
conclusively that insofar as it would 
be possible for the province of British 
Columbia to submit data to the con- 
ference, nottiing was left undone on 
my part to meet the demands of that 
body. In fact, Mr. Speaker, I went 
further and suggested that if any ad- 
journments were necessary, or if any 
steps outside of the ordinary routlno 
work and every-day programme of tho 
meeting had to be taken, British Co- 
lumbia would do her part lo imple- 
ment the character of such work. But, 
as you will see, they wero quite satis- 
fied to look through this data as sub- 
mitted by this provinco and come to 
iiio conclusion that Mr. Whitney had 
arrived at when he submitted this 
resolution. 

"Now, I find that there has been on 
the part of some of the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia an inclination to criticize 
the stand taken by me when I with- 
drew from the conference. I boliovo 
that the point has been made by sev- 
eral of my critics that It was a great 
mistake on the part of this country 
when 1, as first minister, withdrew 
from that assembly. I remember read- 
ing some of the papers -which are prone 
to criticism, and one would judge from 
the statements made therein that my 
withdrawal from the conference was a 
very undignified proceeding Indeed. 
Well, sir, let me say at once, before 
taking the step to which I refer, I was 
careful to explain to the chairman and 
to the other gentlemen present tho 
reasons why I proposed to elo so, and 
that anything vvhioh was done In this 
connection was dono In a very digni- 
fied way and in a way that could not 
have Induced any of the criticism to 
which I have just referred. 

"Now, Mr, Speaker, 1 would like to 
say a few words generally on this 
question, I havo never sought, as 
lender of the Conservative party in 
British Columbia, to make this a poli- 
tical issue, and tho records that may 
be produced will bear me out in my 
statement. I say I have never dono 
anything that will make this a party 
or a partizan question, nor have I 
taken It out of provincial politics. In 
a broad sense, and mado It an W-isuo 
between the Liberals and the Conser- 
vatives of British Columbia. Whon l 
was in Ottawa and found that tho 
treatment that whs coming to ;nj fr >m 
Iho convention meant that British Co- 
lumbia was not receiving fair play, 1 
did not rise In my place in that con- 
ference and threaten the gentlemen 
there assembled that unless British 
Columbia wero given proper and de- 
cent treatment she would secede from 
confederation. Not for -ono moment 
did I do anything of. itUo'klnd, but I 
Insisted ns far as I could upon the 
rights of the province being recognized 
at Ottawa, and I said that at all times 
this country felt quite safe if she fol- 
lowed up the rights that she had as- 
serted in a constitutional way, In tho 
end she would be given proper treat- 
ment. I remember, emji-ptie.^ocoaslpn 1 
was moro or loss taken to tnlfk.by Hon. 
Mr. Fl-aldlng for somo remark that I 
had mado; but T very quickly met any 
criticism from that gentleman by pre- 
senting the minutes of the Quebec 
conference, which contained a resolu- 
tion moved by him as prime - minister 
of Nova Scotin.'nlii "whlclr'ffi'e" state'el 
that unless she ' got everything sho 
asked for, she would secede from con- 
federation. If. you turn up tho Quebec 
resolutions of 1.887 you -will find that in 
thai convention a very prominent, part 
indeed was played by Mr. Fielding. 
Anel you will find substantially the 
position taken by him was this: Ho 
had certain claims to urge upon Ot- 
tawa through tho agency of that con- 
vention, and ho threatened that unless 
those claims wero met that Nova

It is a matter of prac- 
tical experience that if we could go on 
increasing the width of the cars up to 
a standard that would be permissible 
on a six-foot gauge, or even a II ve- 
foot gauge, we would be able to get 
a great deal more car capacity for a 
given increase in dead weight. 

"if the country utter the civil war 
had adopted the six-foot gauge that 
1 some of the railroads In the south then 
employed, or even a live-foot gauge 
we would be In much better shape to- 
day, for we could increase the height 
and breadth of our locomotives to get 
greater tractive power per engine, and 
could Increase the capacity of our cars 
without disproportionately Increasing 
the dead weight that has to be drawn 
in moving a grain train load. 
Electrical Power and its Advantages. 

"But perhaps It is chimerical to 
think now of rebuilding the railroads 
of the entire country and of replacing 
the entire railroad equipment. If so, 
what is the next best thing? 

"Obviously electricity. And I believe 
that tho railroads will havo lo come to 
that, not only tor tne purpose of ret- 
ting a larger unit of motive power and 
of distributing It over the tralnload, 
but on account of the fuel proposition. 
That livings up another phase of the 
existing conditions. We have to use 
Up fuel to carry our fuel, and there 
arc certain limitations along this line, 
ju.u as much as there are IrAhe matter 
of car capacity or of motive power, 
particularly when you consider the dis- 
tribution of the coal producing regions 
with respect to the major avenues of 
t rat lie. 

"The great saving resulting from the 
use of electricity is apparent, quite 
aside from th- matter of Increasing the 
tractive p-tonr and the tralnload, bui 
there In mis additional coni IdcraJrtoni 
that when you are operating by elec- 
tricity you do not lose money when you 
stop your train. That must not be lost 
sight of. The train makes money when 
It is going somewhere, when it is car- 
rying something that somebody wants. 
When it stops it ceases to make money 
and becomes a losing proposition be- 
cause it goes right on burning up coai 
without doing any work. Your (dec- 
trie train when it stops Isn't using up. 
any power, and the only find waste is 
that incidental to the maintenance of 
tho system. 

It All Means Greater Expense. 

"Now I have gone into these things 
In detail to show you, llrst that the 
railroads In handling the Increased vol- 
ume of traffic under present conditions, 
or anything approximating them, must 
do it at an ever increasing ratio of ex- 
pense (hat will tend some day to be- 
come prohibitive if present rates are 
to be maintained or fair returns real- 
ized for their shareholders, and, second, 
that the only relief which can be ob- 
tained .through .'economies of physical 
operation must come through the out- 
lay of enormous amounts of money 
such as would be Involved in a gen- 
eral electrician or a change In gauge: 

"The railroads arc now developing 
their facilities just as fast as conditions 
allow. The necessity of double-track- 
ing the transcontinental lines is recog- 
nized universally, and we are all 
lengthening our sidings and our spur 
tracks in anticipation of the day when

greater economies of operation. They 
have to be considered in the financing 
of railroad extension as well as in daily 
operation, and our economies whatever 
thoy are, have got. to be sufficient to 
offset them before we can figure on any 
actual reduction in tho cost of hand- 
ling tho traffic.

in the application of the law were not 
anticipated by the Legislature. The 
law, which provides that the weekly 
day of rest is to fall on Sunday ex- 
cept in cases where that would in- 
terfere with tho interests of those 
affected, expressly provides for cer- 
tain departures from this rule. These 
exemptions ure In harmony with the 
statements made In Parliament by 
the promoters of tf.e law, to the ef- 
fect that it was not intended to in 
terfere in any way with the require- 
ments of commerce nor to change the 
aspect of Sunday throughout France. 

The numerous refusals in Paris and 
the provinces of the demands for ex- 
emption made by a certain class of 
shopkeepers have done great damage 
(o trade. For those in partiuclar 
whoso principal customers are drawn 
from the working and lower middle 
classes Sunday was their best day. 
Those shopkeepers asked to be allow- 
ed to remain open on Sunday and to 
Introduce a system of rotation where- 
by each of their employees would have 
one free day in the course of the week. 
The refusal to permit this has led to 
a conflict, followed by the punishment 
of a. number of shop-keepers for dis- 
obedience to the law. The result has 
been great Indignation against the so- 
called laws of social reform, even am- 
ong members of Ibis class who form- 
erly professed very advanced Ideas and 
regarded M. Jaures as a demigod. Some 
of them will not now hear of Socialism 
and would perhaps vote for the Na- 
tionalists if there were a general elec- 
tion tomorrow. 

The argument of the shop-keepers 
Is that the weekly day of rest Is equiv- 
alent to 52 days' leave in the course of] 
the year. They are prepared to grant 
that leave to their employees and 
workpeople in the way best suited to ; 
their Interests. If placed under the ab- i 
solute obligation of giving one day of j 
rest a week, they ask to choose those 
21 hours at their own convenience. 
The Deputies and Senators, who had I 
not foreseen all those objections, now j 
recognize that the law was too hastily j 
prepared and that, in any case. It has 
caused too great a disturbance in the | 
habits of the people. They demand a 
regulation and extension of the ex- 
emptions. It is proposed that tho sys- I 
tern of rotation tolerated In the ease 
of hotels, cafes, restaurants, bakeries, 
pork and ham shops, etc.. should be 
extended to all those shop-keepers 
whose business would be ruined by 
Sunday closing. There Is also another 
question to be settled — namely whether 
the employers are bound to pay for tin; 
weekly day of rest. Certain employers 
who only wished to pay for the six 
days of actual work were obliged by 
tho courts to pay for the whole seven. 
This Is also a point upon which the law- 
needs to be more explicit.

But, 
lie suggested at tho eanie time that If 
there was not that unanimity among 
tho provinces that he looked for, it 
would bo more or less difficult to se- 
cure Imperial legislation. Now, sir, 
Insofar as the province of Britislt Co- 
lumbia is concerned, you will observe 
that wo endeavored mo far as wo pos- 
sibly could, from first to last, to make 
this proceeding as unanimous as pos- 
sible. In order to secure the passage 
of the first resolution by a unanimous 
vote of the delegates present, you will 
find that tho province o£ British Co- 
lumbia consented to that resolution, 
with that reservation that we put in 
our special claim, and from day to day 
following, as any business arose, the 
province of British Columbia was 
careful to show her good feeling to- 
wards her sister provinces, and we 
never failed 'to act in harmony. As I 
say, In connection with the commer- 
cial travelers tax. when there was a

And I can say further that I tried to 
make the conference a success in every 
way, and I tried to act in consonance 
with my fellow prime ministers, and 
tried to keep the questions out of the 
political zone, and I tried to show to 
Ottawa that the people of the pro- 
vince of British Columbia were a unit 
in their demands for fairer treatment. 
And it was wilh very considerable 
regret indeed that I noticed on return- 
ing to this province the attitude as- 
sumed by my honorable friends op- 
posite. And how ready they were with

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E SUBMITS a 
LOCAL OPTION BILL 



Committee Is Appointed to In 
view the Government Res- 
pecting Same 



At tho concluding session of the 
British Columbia branch o£ tho Do- 
minion alliance at Vancouver, the 
legislative and law enforcing commit 
too brought In eight resolutions, all of 
>vhich were adopted, They were: 

1. That this convention Is In full 
sympathy with the Lord'e Day alliance 
In its efforts to secure the enforce- 
ment of the Lord's Day act. 

2. That In the opinion of this con- 
vention, the registered townsltes of 
Abbotsford and Huntingdon should bo 
included in the adjacent municipalities 
for liquor license purposes. (Tho 
municipalities in question aro Mat- 
squi and Sumas.) 

3. That, in the Judgment of this con 
ventlon, all hotels, whether under li 
censo to sell liquor or not, should be 
under good license regulations and in- 
spections, and be required to furnish 
accommodation to the public to the 
limit of their capacity without dis 
crimination. 

4. That, whereas, licenses to sell liq- 
uor in restaurants have, in the opin- 
ion of this convention, proven highly 
undesirable In the interests of temper- 
ance and morality; therefore be it re- 
solved that tho British Columbia 
brunch of the Dominion alliance, In 
convention assembled, do express its 
unqualified hostility to such licenses, 
and do respectfully and strongly urge 
the government to repeal the existing 
provisions as may bo necessary to pro- 
hibit such licenses being issued in 
British Columbia. 

5. That this branch of the alliance 
heartily endorses the principle of wo- 
men's suffrage, and that we hereby in- 
struct the executive of our alliance to 
press for legislation accordingly. 

6. That owing to our young men 
who volunteer lor military service be- 
ing subject to very great temptation 
by the sale or disposal of liquor in 
military camps, we, the members of 
the British Columbia branch of the al- 
liance, now in session, strongly urge 
the executive to take such action as 
will lead to the prohibition of the sale 
or disposal of liquors in these places. 

7. Whereas it is advisable to remove 
the appointment of license commis- 
sioners, for the various cities and mu- 
nicipalities as far as possible from the 
arena of party politics: Resolved, 
that in the opinion of this convention 
steps shall be taken to amend the 
liquor law in this particular and that 
tho board of license commissioners be 
hereafter elected by popular vote at 
the annual municipal elections. 

8. That your committee recommends 
that a resolution urging a proper en- 
forcement of our gambling laws be 
passed. 

Local Option Bill 
The special committee, appointed to 
draw up tho amendments to the local 
option bill submitted the bill as 
amended, and on resolution was pass- 
ed as a whole. The full text of the 
amended bill is published below: 

1. A local option by-law shall be 
voted on by the people, as hereinafter 
provided, and shall be submitted on 
the council receiving a petition from, 
twenty-five per cent of the resident 
electors whose names appear on tho 
last revised municipal voters' list of 
said municipality, asking them to do 
so. 

2. Any such by-law shall require the 
assent of a majority of the electors of 
tho municipality on the voters' list, 
voting thereon, and tho following pro- 
ceedings shall be taken for ascertain- 
ing such assent. 

3. The municipal voters' list re- 
ferred to In tlie last preceding section 
shall include the last revised list for 
any territory added to Lhc municipal- 
ity, if the list for such municipality 
has boon revised. 

4. The council of such municipality 
shall, by a bylaw, fit the day, hour, 
and place for taking the vote of the 
electors on the by-law to be submit- I 
tod to them at the place designated, 
Which shall be the same as that at | 
which the last municipal election was 
held and shall allot, name and ap- | 
point returning officers to take the 
votes at such place; and such shall be 
on the day of the annual election in 
Bald municipality following the pres- 
entation of such petition. 

5. The council shall, after the first 
and second readings o£ the proposed 
by-law, and before the third reading 
and passing thereof, publish in somu 
newspaper In the municipality. If one 
he published therein, and if not, in tho 
newspaper nearest such municipality, 
a notice stating the object or purpose 
of the proposed by-law, that same lias 
been submitted to the council and has 
received its first and second readings, 
and that a vote thereon of the electors 
entitled to vote will be taken on the 
day and at the hour and place llxeo 
under tills act, that tho proposed by- 
law, or a true copy thereof, can bo 
seen on illc. until the day of laking 
the votes, at the office of the clerk of 
tho municipality, and that the further 
consideration of tin.' proposed by-law 
after taking such vote, i.^ fixed for the 
time and place appointed therefor by 
the council, naming the time and place, 
and such notice shall be sent by the 
clerk of the municipality in which the 
vote Is to be taken, and such notice 
shall be published at least one month 
before the vote is taken, but no more 
than one insertion each weelt shall bo 
necessary, provided always that such 
first and second reading must be pass- 
ed by tiio council in such time and 
manner as to allow of the provision of 
this section being enforced without 
prejudice to or Interference with the 
operation and effect of the last prcced 
ing section. 

6. The clerk of such municipality 
shall prepare and make a list of those 
entitled to vote on such proposed by 
law, and shall at least ten days before 
tlie day of polling post up a copy of 
such list In his office, In rural munici- 
palities, and in the nearest postofflco 
and shall supply a copy of such list to 
each deputy returning officer, 

7. At such day, hour and place a 
poll shall be taken, and all proceedings 
thereon, and for the purpose thereof, 
shall be conducted In the same man- 
ner as voting upon any by-law re- 
quired by the Municipal act to be 
voted upon, except that all municipal 
electors shall bo tntltlod to vole there- 
on. 

8. If any person offering to vote on 
such by-law be challenged by any 
voter as being disqualified, the deputy 
returning officer shall require such 
person offering to vote the following 
oath: "You swear (or do solemnly 
affirm) that you are the person whoso 
name is entered or intended to ho en- 
tered on the list which 1 show you 
(the ono supplied, by tho clerk), that 
you ara twenty-one years of age and 
a British subject by birth or natural- 
ization, and that you have not voted 



at this election, that you have not ac- 
cepted any promise, directly or indi- 
rectly, to influence you to vote or to 
indemnify you for your loss of time or 
any service connected with tho voting 
on this by-law; that you aro entitled 
to vote on this election, and that you 
have not been guilty of any act of 
corruption disentitling you to voto at 
this election, so help you God." (Omit 
the last four words if party aflirms.) 

a. Any person so offering to voto 
shall be subject to any and all of tho 
penalties against violations of this 
act as are now or shall hereafter be 
prescribed or enacted In respect of 
violations of Provincial and Domin- 
ion Elections acts or any special act 
relating to elections. 

9. In case of a dispute as to tlie. re- 
sult of the voting, any judge of the 
Supreme court or tho judge of the 
County court, within whose jurisdic- 
tion tho municipality lies, shall have 
the same power of determining tho 
question as he lias in any case of a 
contested election under tlie Munici- 
pal Elections act in force for the time 
being. 

10. The petition to tlie judge may be 
by an elector of such municipality, or 
by the council thereof, and the pro- 
ceedings for obtaining tho judge's de- 
cision shall be as nearly as may bo 
as in tho case of a contested election 
as aforesaid. 

11. Any such by-law which Is car- 
ried by a majority of the duly quali- 
fied electors, shall within six weeks 
thereafter, be road a third time and 
passed by the council of the munici- 
pality. 

12. No license for the sale of in- 
toxicating or spirituous liquors shall 
be granted in any municipality where 
a by-law has been passed under or by 
virtue of the last preceding eleven sec- 
tions hereof, or in any ward of a mu- 
nicipality where a by-law has been 
passed in pursuance of the second sec- 
tion following. 

13. Twenty-five per cent of the elec- 
tors of a municipality may petition 
for a reduction of the number of li- 
censes in a municipality to a stated 
number and the same proceedin 
shall lie had as specified In the pr 
ceding twelve sections, and in case of 
a majority vote, as aforesaid, no li- 
cense in excess of said stated number 
shall be granted. 

14. Twt?Sty-flve per cent of the elec- 
tors of any ward of any municipality 
may petition in like manner as before 
stated, and the like proceedings and

ing thirteen sections, shall be taken 
and had with respect to such ward 
only, as in tlie case of the whole mu- 
nicipality mutatis mutandis. 

IB. The lire-ceding fourteen sections 
shall apply to all municipalities Incor- 
porated under private acts, including 
trse Cities of Vancouver and New 
Westminster. 

IC. The same proceedings shall be 
taken, and the same penalties imposed 
for sale without license in municipali- 
ties or wards under local option by- 
law, as for sale without license in mu- 
nicipalities or wards where the Issue 
of license is allowed. 

17. In case of a counter-petition be- 
ing presented against. such by-law 
previous to the voting thereon by the 
electors, such counter-petition must be 
disposed of before such voting occurs, 
nnd, in all cases, within one month 
from its reception by the council. 

(n) No counter-petition shall be re- 
ceivable by any council after the elec- 
tors have voted upon this act, but the 
said act shall be forthwith read a third 
time and pronounced carried or de- 
feated according to the results of such 
voting as determined by tho provis- 
ions. 

18. At any time after a by-law 
passed under tlie preceding sections 
numbers has been. in force for at least 
three years, the council of any muni- 
cipality, on receiving a petition of 
twenty-five per cent of the resident 
electors, who appear on tlie last re- 
vised voters' list, shall .submit a by- 
law to repeal such by-law, and all 
provisions of the seventeen last pro 
ceding sections shall apply to the re- 
pealing of such bylaw. 

Resolutions Adopted i 
The resolution committee reported 
and recommended tho adoption of the 
following resolutions, all of which were 
passed unanimously.

Vancouver Island, history says, was 
discovered by Juan de Fuca in 1532; 
truth is that fully one-half of -its 10,- 
000,000 acres remains to be '•discover- 
ed." This was true in I90fi, it will 
not be true twelve months hence, for 
Vhat great colonizer the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway has acquired tho line from 
the Victoria to Nanaimo, and soon its 
ramlllcations will open up the island 
west and east and north. It is hoped 
that the government of British Colum- 
bia will in its wisdom cro It is too late 
preserve a section in the Interior of 
this lone lam! for a great national 
game- preserve. 

Vancouver Island bears geographie- 
till, to tlu- continent adjacent to it, the 
same relative position that Great Bri- 
tain bears to Europe and Japan to 
Asia, and manifest destiny is written 
large across the face of each. 

The li8 r> miles of the island from 
Cape Scott to Gonzales Point forms a 
protective rampart to the terminus of 
the C.P.R. and the Praser mouth. The 
location of Vancouver Island is strate- 
gic, but it is more than that; a glance 
at the map will show that nature has 
intended this outpost of Emp'ro to be 
one day a commercial centre, rich and 
great. .Midway between the tropic 
wealth of Mexico and the riches of the 
Great North, Vancouver Island has in 
the natural products nf forest, sea and 
mine a commodity of exchange eag- 
erly sought by both. And as London 
is the centre of the land hemisphere, 
so Vancouver Island is the centre of 
the British Empire, being set at al- 
most equal distances from India, Aus- 
tralia and the Motherland: lying be- 
tween the 4Sth and 51st parallels of 
north latitude, by the short direct 
"northern route" her shores are very 
easily accessible from the Orient. Hook- 
ing across tlie water to millions of our 
British cousins in Australia, Hongkong, 
India and the Isles of the sea, dull in- 
deed would that Vancouver Islander 
be who did not feel himself on tho eve 
of great things. 

Tho Climate. 
Vancouver Island has no cold winters 
and no hot summers, the modifying in- 
fluences of the Japan current prevent 
the ono and the proximity of the snow 
clad Olympics the other. At Victoria 
the lowest .average winter temperature 
is 21 degrees, and the highest summer 
temperature is &7 degrees and the low- 
est 11 degrees, while the yearly aver- 
age temperature Is 4!) degrees. The 
yearly rainfall is 31 inches and there 
Is practically no snow. In Vancouver 
Island malaria Is unknown, there are 
neither earthquakes, lightning storms, 
blizzards, nor tornadoes, and one would 
search the whole length of the island 
to find cither a poisonous reptile or a 
pauper. 

Surface and Soil. 
Vancouver Island contains tlie Iarg-, 
I est compact area, of saleable timber in 
[ the world, the chief tree of commerce 
! being the great Douglas fir which at- 
tains a height of 300 feet. These giants 
! are the delight of tin- lumberman, 
| growing as they do to the very ocean's 
j edge, allowing the construction of saw- 
I mills in deep water free from ice the 
year through. To the fanner who Col- 
j lows after, the formidable stumps with 
their wide-reaching roots are not such 
la keen joy; however, the pr rent year 
has seen the advent of the stea.m .stump 
I puller which, geared to 150 or 200 
horse- power, extracts these huge roots 
with the easy grace of a. dentist. The 
south and east corners of the island 
arc well opened up ami through this 
(pari of the country run excellent roads 
of macadam, the delight alike of the 
settler and sportsman. 

Rod and Gun. 
No part of the world has a greater 
variety of game than has the island of 
Vancouver. The' Island is -well watered 
and the whole intricate network of in- 
terior lakes and streams is alive with 
gamy trout, the Dolly Vardou (salvol- 
Inus parkci) and the sliver clear run- 
ning as high as 12 to, !8 pounds. These 
readily take the fly and put up a stiff 
light from strike to gaff. The deep sea 
llshing is on a titanic scale, yielding 
skll. dogfish, sturgeon, cod and 300- 
pound halibut. Durltig the summer ami 
the early autumn run the salmon 
trawling just outside Victoria, harbor 
has become world-known, several en- 
thusiastlcs from England coming across 
an ocean and a continent to partici- 
pate in this regal sport. It Is no un- 
common catch for one angler to take 
20 lordly (ish running all the way from 
S to 20 pounds in one afternoon's work, 
find all this within half a mile of the 
city of Victoria.- If the coast fisherman 
travels north even larger sea game Is 
his, hair seal, soa otter, porpoises and 
even a sea lion may fall to his gun.. 
Possibly tlie best salmon llshing in tlie 
world today is to be found In Camp- 
bell river, Vancouver Island; fish have 
boon taken here with rod and line 
weighing over TO pounds, the average 
is 50 pounds. 

The woods, meadows, swamps ami 
lakes swarm with game birds. In sea- 
son are easily obtainable blue and wil- 
low grouse, ptarmigan, snipe, plover, 
quail, swan, pelican, sandhill crane, 
Carolina, and Virginia rail and tlie im- 
ported English pheasant. Wild fowl 
such as geese and ducks frequent every 
harbor of the coast and can be secured 
both from sea ami shore. Soohe har- 
bor and tho Esquimalt Lagoon arc fav- 
orlto spots. Vancouver Island being 
particularly noted for Its many varie- 
ties of ducks. The mallard Is much in 
evidence, the canvas back Is a winter 
resident of the coast, so also tho hut- 
tcrball, old squaw, and sea-coot, while 



tho black brant (branta nigricans) Is 
abundant. 

Big Game. 

It is, however, perhaps, the big gamo 
which throughout tho world where 
sportsmen congregate has made Van- 
couver Island famous. Tho bag -s a 
tempting one, wapiti or elk, dee-', Kack 
bear, panther, wolf, wolverine ' lynx, 
raccoon, boaver, mink, otter, fox and 
marten. 

Ranching. 

Tho Canadian Pacllic Railway has 
recently taken over the Victoria and 
Nanaimo Railway and offers for sale 
farming lands along the length of that 
lire. A very superior class of ranch- 
ing is here established, gentlemen 
farmers who "learned from' their ,v!st- 
ful mothers to call old England home." 
They find In this favored nook of Em- 
pire congenial cultured companionship 
an unequaled climate, lucrative and 
accessible markets for their products, 
excellent government shoots, and (dear 
to the heart of the Englishman) tho 
best of shooting at their very doors. 
Whose lot would they envy?

HANDSOME EMBLEM 

Magnificent Piece of VVcod Carving by 
Artist in Vancouver 

In the shop of T~LeelaIr, liUU Gran- 
ville street, Is a very handsome piece of 
wood can-Ing, being the British 1'oluinbln 
coat of anus with national embellishments 
standing out In renaissance relief from a 
surface six feci square, says the Vancou- 
ver News-Advertiser. It was finished with 
bronze, and the rich color is now ripening 
with a very beautiful effect. Sir, I. eclair 
Is nn expert wood carver, and this Is one 
of the many Hue specimens of bin work. 

The outline is or the iHrltish shield, 
with antique relief border. In th« centre 
and very prominent is the cont or anus 
of Canada, surmounted bv the crown while 
over nil are the three colors of the Em- 
pire unfurled. Underneath the coat of 
arms is the Canadian heaver and maple 
leaf, nnd the motto In scroll relief across 
the bottom, "Vlvit Colonla Colunrhla Hrit- 
t.miilca." The thistle, ruse and sham- 
rock arc brought out, while four corn- 
ucopias or uornn of plenty, represent the 
resources for which thl* Province Is noted. 
One contains fruit, another warden pro- 
ducts, another gold. The mineral, and the 
remaining one commercial money. The 
whole design Is consistent and well work- 
ed out. giving a Provincial emblem ex- 
cellently executed and beautiful In effect. 

While Mr. I.edalr perfected the piece 
without any definite oojecl In view, mere- 
ly to place It on sab'. It has deeii com- 
pleted at an opportune lime. Willi the 
construction of Ibe new ('nnrl House go- 
lug ahead in this City, such .1 nuicnlflcent 
emblem would be exceedingly appropri- 
ate for a pcvdtlon say. over I lie Supreme 
Court bench, where Its handsome Macs 
would Impart a dignity and he In a place 
where It would be constantly observed.

BIG SNOW SLIDE. 

Traffic on C.P.R. Blocked for a Time 
East of Yale. 

Another tremondoua snow slide Is 
reported to have occurred a short dis- 
tance east of Field, in the Rockies, cm 
the line of the C.P.R. which, has ma- 
terially hampered the movements of 
both passenger and freight trains, 
says the Now*- Advertiser of Sunday.

JOSEPH PHILLIPS' SENTENCE 

Efforts to Secure Rcleaso From Min- 
ister of Justice 

Toronto, March 25, — An application 
to tho minister of justice is to be 
mado to liberate Joseph Phillips, sen- 
tenced on Saturday to five years In 
tho penitentiary. II Is claimed that 
there was a specific ' understanding 
given by the crown that when 1 hilllpe 
pleaded guilty ho would be liberated 
on suspended sentence'. 

That Phillips fully expected to get 
off on suspended sentence Is the 
statement made today and fully 
borne out by the facts. The charge 
to which ho pleaded guilty was purely 
a technical one, and as he had 
rendered service to tho liquidators in 
winding up the affairs of the do- 
fi.pict company, as he had mado resti- 
tution and his cuso had been drag- 
ging for two years, partly owing to 
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tho manner in which the police court 
case, was conducted, it was fully ex- 
pected that his punishment would be 
nominal. Phillips, his counsel and im- 
mediate friends were stunned by what 
they considered tin- severity of the 
sentence. It appears they had reckoned 
on all factors in tin,- ease except Judge 
Winchester, who bears the reputation 
of being an exceedingly just and up- 
right judge, who is more likely to con- 
done the offence of a minor criminal 
than the wrecker of a concern like 
the i'ork County Loan Co. I!e made 
it clear In his remarks to the prisoner 
when passing sentence that while he 
was convicted on a technical charge 
ho (tlie judge) had considered the 
tase in all its bearings. 

Phillips had no more funds, It is 
understood, and could not fight the 
case any lojngcr, which is another rea- 
son why lie- decided to plead guilty 
and tako tlie chance of a lenient 
sentence. Tile local feeling is that 
in view of all circumstances in con- 
nection Willi tin? case and the wide- 
spread losses on the poor people, the 
penally Imposed by Judge Winchester 
eminently fitted the crime.
